houles, fcitds, circuits, and precindls, formerly the monadry 
and priory of Rujhing and Douglas, and the fryers minors com* 
monly called The Grey fryers of Brymaken, otherwife Bymaken^ 
with all their appurtenances in the Ijland of Man, and all thofe 
his rc<flories and clmrches of Kirkecriji in Shelding and Kirklovan 
with their appurtenances in the faid Ifland of Man, formerly be- 
longing to the monaftry of BMjlAng alorefaid, and being parcel of 
the poffcflions thereof, by a particular thereof extending to the 
clear annual rent or value of one hundred and one pounds^ 
fifteen ihillings, and eleven pence, over and above certain other 
payments in the faid letters patent mentioned iiTuing thereout, 
and amounting in the whole to twenty one pounds, feventeen 
(hillings, and all and Angular his monaderies, abbies, granges, 
lands, tJthes, tenements, and hereditaments whatfoever, with 
all and Angular their rights, members, aud appurtenances, in the 
faid Ijland of Man, and all meduages^ mills, houfes, edifices-, 
buildings, barns, dables, dovchoufes, orchards, fruiteries, gar* 
dens, lands, tenements, tofts, cottages, pools, Adiponds, mea- 
dows,, feedings, padures, heaths, moors, mardies, ways, void 
grounds, roads, paths, eafgments, woods, underwoods, coppice

quarries, rents and fervices as well of free as of cuflomary tenants, 
rent charges, rents feck, and rents and fervices refe^ecl upon 
any demifes, or grants of the premiffes, or any parcel thereof, 
works of tenants, annual farm rents, fee farms, cuftoms, an- 
nuities, knights fees, wards, marriages, efeheats, reliefs, aids, 
heriots, fines, amerciaments, courts Jeets, views of frankpledge, 
perquifites and profits of courts and leets, and all that to courts 
feet or view of frankpledge belonged, or thereafter could or 
ought to belong, waifs, goods and chattels of petty traitors, fe- 
lons, fugitives, perfons outlawed, attainted, condemned, and put 
in exigent, and of thofc who being indidted of any petty treafon, 
murder, or felony, fhall ftand obflinately mute, or will not an- 
fwer diredWy and juftify themfelvcs according to the law and 
cuflom of England j and of all perfons convidfed or attainted, c- 
Arays, deodands, villeins and naifs with their ifTue, eftovers and 
commons of eAovers, fairs, markets, ftallages, tolls, duties, im- 
ports, rights, jurifdidfions, franchifes, liberties, curtoms, privi- 
leges, profits, commodities, advantages, emoluments, and here- 
ditaments, with all and fingular their rights, members, and ap- 
purtenances, within the faid Jpm'd of Man^ to the faid monarte- 
ries and priories of Rujhing and Dowglafsy and the fryers minors 
of Brymaken^ otherwife Bymaken^ and rcdforics and churches of 
Kirkariji in Shelding^ and Ktrklovan^ and other the premifles 
therein before given and granted, or to any parcel thereof, be- 
longing, appertaining, incident, or appendant, and thereverfion 
and revcrfions of the fame expe6fant on any grant or demife for 
term of life or lives, or years, or a^herwile, whether ilic fame 
be of record or not of record, and all woods, underwoods, cop- 
pice woods, and trees whatfoever, growing and being in and up- 
on the premifles, or any part thereof, and the land, ground, and 
foil of the fame, and all rents and annual profits referved upon 
any demife or grant of the premifles, or any part thereof; and 
alfo that the faid IVilliam earl of Derby and Elizabeth his wife, 
and the heirs of the faid IViUiam^ fhould have, hold, and enjoy, 
all fuch and the like Ci>urts leets, views of frankpledge, law 
days, affife and aflay of bread, wine, and beer, waifs, ertrays, 
chattels of felons, fugitives, and perfons put in exigent, deo- 
dands, jknights fees, v^rds, marriages, reliefs, efeheats, heriots, 
free warrens, hawkings, huntings, and all other rights, jurifdic- 
tions, franchifes, liberties, curtoms, privileges, profits, commo- 
dities, advantages, emoluments, and hereditaments whatfoever, 
and as fully, freely, and intirely, as any abbot or prior of the 
faid former monaftery and priory of Rujhing and Doxvglas^ and 
Jhe fryers minors of Brymaken^ otherwife Bymaken^ or any other 
perfou or perfons heretofore having, poflefiing, or being feifed 
pf the faid monartery, priory, fryers minors, rectories, 
phurches, and other the premiflfes, ever had, held, ufed, 
or enjoyed, or ought to have had, held, ufed or enjoyed, the 
fame, or any part thereof, by reafon or pretence of any charter, 
gift, grant, or confirmation, by his faid Majerty, or any of his 
anceflors Kings or Queens of England^ or of any act or aerts of pa r- 
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^lament, or of any lawful prefcription, ufage, or cudom, or 
otherwife howfoever by any lawful means, right, or title, and 
as fully, freely, and intirely, as his faid Majefty, or any of his 
faid anceltors, ever had and enjoyed, or ought to have had and 
enjoyed, the fame, and in as ample manner and form as the 
fame came, or ought to have come, to the hands of his faid 
M^efty, or any of his faid anceftors, by rcafon or pretence of the 
diflolution or furrender of any of the faid monafteries or priories, 
or by reafoii or pretence of any adt oradls of parliament, efcheats, 
exchanges, attainders, or forfeitures, or by any other lawful 
means, right, or title whatfoever ; to be had, holden, and 
enjoyed, to and to the ufe of the faid JVilliam earl of Derby and 
Elizabeth his wife, and the heirs of jthe faid JVilliam^ for ever, 
of his faid Majelly, his heirs and fucceflbrs, as of the manor 
of Greenwich in Kent^ by fealty only, in free and common 
fuccage, and not in chief, or by knight fcrvice, at and under the 
yearly rent of one hundred and one pounds, fifteen fhillings, and 
eleven pence, of lawful money of England^ to be paid at the re- 
ceipt of his Majefty’s exchequer at IVeJlminJier^ at the feaft of 
Saint Michael the Archangel^ and the annunciation of the blefled 
Virgin Mary^ by equal portions, in lieu of all other rents, 
fervices, exactions, and demands whatfoever , and it was agreed, 
that the faid Jf^iUiam earl of Derby and Elizabeth his wife, and 
the heirs of the faid IVilUam^ (liould yearly and every year pay, 
or caufe to be paid, the feveral Turns therein mentioned, due and 
ilTuing out of the premifles, and amounting in the whole to the 
fum of twenty pounds, feventeen (hillings, yearly; and thereof 
(hould acquit, dii'charge, and fave haritilefs, his (aid Majefty, 
his heirs, and fuccetrors : aind whereas by an ac5t of parliament 
made in the eighth year of the reign of his faid late majefty 
King ^amei the Firft, intituled. An a6l for the ajj^ring and 
blijhing of the Kle of Man, in order to continue the faid ijland^ ca-- 
Jlle^ pele^ and lordjhip of Man, with their rights^ members^ and 
appurtenances^ in the name and blood of the faid William earl of 
Derby, it was enaded, that the faid JViUiam earl of Derby and 
Elizabeth his wife, for and during their lives, and the longer 
liver of them, and after their deaths the faid James lord Stan^ 
ley^ and the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten, and after 
his death without fuch iflhe, Robert Stanley fecond fbn of the 
faid earl, and the heirs males of his body lawfully begotten, and 
after his death without fuch iflue, the heirs males of the body 
of the faid IVilliam earl of Derby lawfully begotten, and for de- 
fault of fuch iffue, the right heirs of the faid James lord Stan^^ 
Icy^ (hould and might for ever thereafter have, hold, and quietly 
enjoy, freely and clearly, againft his faid Majefty, his heirs and 
fuccelTors (by the tenures, rents, and fervices, therein after 
menrioned to be referved) againft Thomas lord Ellefmere lord 
chancellor of England and Alice countefs of Derby his vvift, late 
the wife of Ferdinando ear], of Derby deceafed, and againft Henry 
carl of Huntingdon and Elisabeth his wife. Gray lord Chandoys and 
Anne his wife, Sir John Egerton knight fon and heir apparent of 
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the faid Tbofpas lord Ellefmere and Frances his toife, aild the heirs' 
of the faid Elizabeth^ Annt^ and Frances^ who were the only 
daughters and foie heirs of the faid Ferdinands late earl of Der- 
^ and to whom and their hufbands the faid fFilliam earl of 
i>erby had paid divers fums of money for their claim, right, and 
title, to the faid ifle, caftle, pelc, and lordfliip of Man^ as ap- 
peared by their deed, bearing date the fourteenth day of Ftbru^- 
ary in the fixth year of his faid Majedy’s reign, whereby they had 
agreed to give their confents for the pafling cA an a6l of parlia- 
ment, for the giving and extinguifhingof fuch their right, title, and 
intereft, and againd the heirs of the faid Ferdinands late earl of 
Derby^ and againft Thomas Ireland efquire, his executors, ad- 
minidrators, and afligns, all the faid ifle, caftle, pele, and 
lordlhip of Man^ with the rights, members, and appurte- 
nances, and all the then or late monaftery and priory of Rujhing 
and Douglas, and the fryers minors commonly called The grey 
fryers of Brymaken, otherwife Bymaken, with their rights, mem- 
bers, and appurtenances, and the redfories and churches of 
Kirkecrtjle in Shelding and Kirhelovan, with their appurtenances, 
and lUt patronage of the bifhoprick and bifhopricks aforefaid, 
and all other the hereditaments whatfoever granted by his faid 
Majefty by his faid fevcral letters patent, the one bearing date 
the feventh day of July in the feventh year of his faid Majefty's 
reign, and the other bearing date the (econd day of May in the 
eighth year of his faid Majefty’s rei?n, which laft mentioned 
letters patent were made and granted during the then feflion of 
parliament ; and it was further enacfled. That neither the faid 
lord Stanley, nor the faid Robert Stanley, nor any of the heirs 
males of their bodies refpedfively nor any of the heirs 
males of the body of the faid William earl of Derby, flaould 
have any power to alien, fell, or convey, the faid ifle, caftle, 
pele, and lordfliip of Man, and other the premifles, or any 
part of them, from his or their iflue, or other perfons appoint- 
ed by the faid to enjoy the fame, but that the fame fhould 
remain and continue as by the faid adl is appointed ; and that 
all gifts, grants, alienations, bargains, fales, conveyances, af- 
furanccs, and a<fts done or to be done to the contrary (except as 
therein is excepted) fhould be utterly void, and of none effedt : 
and it was further enacted. That neither the faid adf, nor any 
thing therein contained, fhould extend or be conftrued to avoid, 
fruftrate, abridge, impair, diminifh, or prejudice, the ftate, 
intereft and term of years of Sir Thomas Leigh knight, and Tho- 
mas Spencer efquire, their executors, adminiftrators, and afligns, 
of the mcfluagc,lands, tenements, tithes, profits, hereditaments, 
and other things in the faid ifle of Man, granted by the faid 
letters patent, bearing date the feventeenth day of March in the 
third year of his faid Majefty’s reign, for the term of forty years; 
and tliat they and every of them fhould and might peaceably 
and quietly, during the faid term, have, hold, occupy and en- 
joy, the fame, upon fuch yearly rents, refervations, covenants, 
provifoes, and agreements, as were mentioned and exprefTed in 
the faid letters patent ; faving to the archbifhop of York and his 
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fucceflbrs, all metropolitical jurjfdiAion in all points, and to all 
purpofes of the bifhopricks and diocefe of Man in the faid iile 
of Man, as is given, united, limited, and appointed, to the 
province and archbiftioprick of Tori, by the faid adt of parlia- 
ment made in the three and thirtieth year of the reign of the 
faid King Henry the Eighth : and whereas his late majefty King 
Charles the Second by his letters patent, bearing date at Ifyi- 
minjlir, the twelfth day of February in the nineteenth year of 
his reign, did give and grant unto Charles earl of Derby (Ion and 
heir of the faid James lord Stanley afterwards earl of Derby de- 
ceafed) all and all manner of mines royal of gold or filver, or 
holding gold or filver to fuch a proportion as, according to the 
laws oF England, doth make the fame a mine royal, lituate, ly- 
ing, and being, in the ifle of Man, \<phether the fame be opened 
or not opened ; to be had and holded unto the faid Charles earl 
of Derby, and to the heirs males of his body lawfully begotten, 
at and under the yearly rent and payment therein contained and 
exprefled ; which faid grant, upon the failure of heirs male of 
the body of the faid Charles earl of Derby by the death of James 
late earl of Derby, which happened on or about the firft clay of 
February, \i\ the year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and 
thirty five, expired, and theVightof the faid mines royal re- 
vefted in his then majefty King GV^’^^the Second, his heirs and 
fucccflbrs : and whereas in and by one other adl of parliament, 
made in the twelfth year of the reign of his late majefty King 
George the Firft, intituled, An abt for the improvement of hts Ma^ 
jejty's revenues of cujionn, excife, and inland duties, after laying 
fcveral reftriftions upon the fraudulent iiade then carried on be- 
tween Great Britain and i^ie faid Ijle of Man, it was (for the 
better enabling his Majefty to prevent the faid fiauds and abufes) 
enaefted. That it fliould and might be lawful to and for thccom- 
inilfioners of his Majefty’s treafury then or for the nme being, 
or any three oi more of ihem, or the lord high treafurer forthe 
time being, on the behalf of his Majefty, h»s heirs and fuccef- 
fors, and alfo to and for the right honourable James earl of 
Derby, his tenants, or affigns, the right honourable John lord 
Afhbiirnham for and on behalf of his daughter Henrietta Bridget 
AJhbinnham an infant, Biyan Fairfax efquire, tiuftee for the faid 
infant, or the furvivor of them, and all or any other perfon or 
perfons claiming or to claim by, from, or under, the faid earl, 
or any of his anceftors, to treat, contract, and agree for the 
abfolute purchafe or fale, releafe or furrender to or for the ufe 
of his Majefty, his heirs and fucceflons, of all or any eftate, 
right, title, or intereft, which he the faid earl, his tenants, the 
faid Henrietta Bridget AJhburnham, or fuch other perfon or per- 
fons then had or claimed, or could or might have or claim, in 
or to the faid ifland or lordlhip of Man, or in or to all or any 
regalities, powers, honours, fuperiorities, jurifdicftions, rights, 
privileges, duties, cuftoms, revenues, profits, or other advan- 
tages whatfoever, in, over, or about the faid ifland of Man, 
or its dependencies, for fuch fum or fums of money, or upon 
2 fuch 
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fuch other terms or conditions, as they fhould think fitting; and 
that upon the executing of fuch coritradts or agreements by or 
on the behalf of the faid earl, his tenants, the faid Henrietta 
Bridget Ajhburnham^ or fuch other perfon or perfons claiming or 
to claim under him, or any of his anceftors as aforefaid, or upon 
executing fuch other conveyances, alignments, relcafes, or fur- 
renders, as in fuch contradl or contrads (hould be agreed on 
for that purpofe, it fhould and might be lawful to and for the 
faid commidioners of the treafury then or for the time being, of 
any three or more of them, or the lord high treafurer for the 
time being, and they were thereby impowered, by and out of 
any monies arifeh or to arife to his Majcfty, his heirs, or fuc- 
ceifors, of or for any cuftqms, fubfidies, impolitions, or other 
duties, upon the importation or exportation of any goods or 
merchandfzes wha'tfoever, already granted or payable, or there- 
after to be granted or payable to his Majefty, his heirs or fuc- 
ccflbrs, in Great Britain^ IValeSy or Berwick upon T weed^ to or- 
der and dire<^lthe payment of fuch fumor fums of money, from 
time to time, as (hould be fo contracted or agreed on for fuch 
purchafe or purchafes, to fuch perfon or perfons as, according 
to the terms of fuch contradls or agreements, (hould be intitled 
to have and receive the fame : and whereas the moft noble yames 
late duke of Atholl^ as right heir of the faid yames lord Stanley^ 
on failure of heirs male of the body of the faid William earl of 
Derby by the death of the faid yames late earl of Derby ^ became 
feifed to him and his heirs of the faid ifland, caflle, pele, and 
lordihip of Many and all other the premifles aforefaid, except 
the mines royal fo revefted in the crown as aforefaid ; and by a 
certain indenture or deedof feoffmeni, with livery of feilin there- 
on indorfed, bearing date the fourteenth day of November in the 
year of our Loid one thoufand feven hundred and thirty feven, 
and made, or mentioned to be made, between the faid late duke 
of Atholl of the one part, the right honourable yohn late earl of 
Dunmote^ and the right honourable William now lord Mamfieldy 
by the name and delcription of the honourable William Murray 
of Lincoln's Inn London efquire, and yohn Murray of the city of 
Edinburgh efquire (fince deceafed) of the other part, the faid 
yamei duke of Atholl did grant, bargain, fell, alien, enfeoff, and 
confirm unto the fai*^ y^n earl of Dunmorcy and William now 
lord Mamfieldy and yohn Murrayy all the faid ifland, caftle, pele, 
and lord (hip of Man^ and all other the premilTes therein and 
herein more particularly mentioned and deferibed, except as 
before excepted \ to be had and holden to the faid yohn carl of 
Dunmorcy William now lord Mamfieldy and John Murray^ their 
heirs and alTigns for ever, upon the trufts, and to and for the 
intents and purpofes, therein mentioned and declared, of and 
concerning the fame ; in which faid indenture or deed of feoff- 
ment a power was referved to the faid yames duke of Atholly by 
any deed or deeds, or by his laft Will, and teflament, executed 
and attefted as is therein mentioned, to revoke and make void all 
and every or any of the faid trufts, direftions, declarations, and 
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agreements, and to declare, limit, or appoint, any farther, 
other, or different trufts, ufes, or dire<Stions thereof, or of fo 
much thereof as (hould be fo revoked and made void,^ with or 
Without power of revocation, as to the faid duke fhoiild feem 
proper : and whereas by indenture bearing date the fourth day 
of May, one thoufand feven hundred and forty eight, and ex- 
prefled to be made between the fame parties as are parties to the 
laft recited indenture, the faid James duke of Atholl, in purfu- 
ance of the powers in him vefted, did revoke and make void 
all and every the faid trufts, diredlions, declarations, and agree- 
ments, contained in the faid recited indenture or deed of feoff- 
ment of the fourteenth day of November, one thoufand feven 
hundred and thirty feven, of and concerning the faid ifland, caf- 
tle, pele and lordlhip of Man, and all other the premiffes ; and 
did diredt, limit, and appoint, that the faid John earl of Dun- 
more, PVilUam now lord Mansfied, and John Murray, and their 
heirs and affigns, fhould ftand feifed of the premifles upon 
fuch other trufts, and to and for fiich intents and purpofes, as 
therein are mentioned and declared of and concerning the fame ; 
in which faid indenture was alfo referved to the faid duke of 
Atholl, a like power of revocation, with authority to declare, limit, 
or appoint, any farther, other, or different trufts or dlredlions of 
the fame, or any part thereof, with or without power of revocation, 
as to him fhould feem proper: and whereas by oneother indenture 
or deed of feoffment, with livery of feifm thereon indorfed, bearing 
date the fixth day of April, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
find feven hundred and fifty fix, and made, or mentioned to be 
made, between the faid James duke oi Atholl of the firft part ; the 
faid IVilliam now lord Mansfield, by the name arid defeription of 
the h(jnourablc William Murray of Lincoln^ s Inn in the county of 
Middlejex efquire his Majefty's attorney general, of the fecond 
part, and the moft noble Archibald late duke of Argyle, the right 
honourable David lord vifeount Stormont, and John Sharps of 
Lincoln's Inn in the county of Middlefex efquire, fince deceafed, 
of the third part ; reciting (amongft other recitals therein con- 
tained) that propofals had, from time to time, been made to 
the faid James duke of Atholl on the part of the King's majefty 
that then was, in order to purchafe of the faid duke of Atholl 
the faid ifle and territories of Man, and other the hereditaments 
and premiffes therein mentioned; and that the faid duke, though 
relucftant to alien fo honourable a principality from his family, 
had always been ready to fubmit to his Majefty’s will and plea- 
fure therein, who had never propofed to purchafe but upon pay- 
ing a full and adequate confideration for the fame ; but that it 
was uncertain whether any fuch fale would be made of the faid 
ifle, hereditaments and premiffes, in the life-time of the faid 
duke of Atholl •, and that therefore he the faid duke was minded 
and defirous that the fame fhould be fettled, affured and con- 
veyed, upon fuch trufts, and to" and for fuch intents and pur- 
pofes, as therein and herein after arc expreffed ; the fiiii James 
duke of Atholl, in purfuance of the powers referved to him by 
Vot. XXVL T the 
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the faid laft-mentioned indenture, and of all other powers to 
him given in that behalf, did revoke and make void all and every 
the trufts, declarations and agreements, in the faid indenture 
contained concerning the faid ifle, caftle, pele, lord (hip and 
territories of Afefn, and all other the premiffes as aforefaid ; and 
further the faid duke of Atholl^ and alfo the faid If^Uiam 

now lord Mansfield^ by the dirediion and appointment of the 
faid duke, did grant, bargain, fell, alien, infeoff and confirm, 
unto the faid Archibald duke of Argykj David lord vifcounc of 
Stormont^ and John Sharpe efquirc, the faid ifle, caftle, pele, 
lordihip and territories of Man^ with the rights, royalties, 
members, dependencies, jurifdidlions and appurtenances there- 
of, or thereunto belonging, and all and Angular other the here- 
ditaments and premiffes aforefaid, to be had and n^-id^n unto 
the faid ArcMbald duke of Argyle^ David lord vifcounc of Star* 
mont^ and John Sharpe^ their heirs and affigns for ever, of our 
fovereign lord the King, Ins heirs and fucceflbrs, by the rents, 
tenures, fuits and fervices, by which the faid James duke of 
Atholl^ and fVilliam now lord Manifitld^ or either of them, then 
held the fame; upon truft (among other things) after the de- 
ceafe of the faid James duke of^ Aiholl^ that they the faid Ar~ 
chibald duke of Argyle^ David lord vifeount of Stormont and John 
Sharpe^ and the furvivors of them, their nominees and afligns, 
fhould, at any lime thereafter, with the confent and approba- 
tion of the perfon or perfons who, after the death of the faid 
James duke of AthoU^ ihould, by virtue of the trufts therein ex- 
preffed, be, from time to time, intitled to the a6tual receipt of 
the rents, revenues and profits, of the faid ifle and premiffes 
(fuch perfon and perfons being tl#cn of the age of twenty one 
years) fell and convey, or releafe and furrendcr the faid ifle, 
caftle, pele, lordihip and territories of Aff/«,and other the trufted 
premiffes (whereof no appointment (hould have been made by 
the faid John duke of Atholl in his life-time, purfuant tg a power

Scotland efquire, nephew of the faid James duke of Atholl^ and 
hulband of the right honourable the lady Charlotte Murray^ the 
only daughter then living of the faid James duke of Atholl (now 
dutchefs of Atholl and baronefs Strange) and the heirs m ile of 
his body, with like remainders to James and George Murray e- 
fquires, brothers of the faid John now duke of Atholl^ fuccef- 
fively, and the heirs male of fheir refpedfive bodies, with divers

faithful fubjedis^ and anxious define to provide for every pof- 
fible event which may affect their future happhiefs or fecurity^ hath 
been gracioufiy pleafed to communicate from the throne to both houfes 
of parliament^ that your Majefifs late indifpofition [which filled the 
breafis of all your fubjefts with the moft alarming apprehenfions) had 
led your Majefiy to conftder the fituation in which your kingdoms and 
your family might be left^ if it Jhould pleafe God to put a period to 
your Majefifis life^ whilft your fucceffor ii of tender years ; and that 
the high Importance of this fubjeB to the publick fafety^ good order 
and tranquility^ the paternal affection which your MajcJfy bears to your 
children and to all your people^ and your came ft defir c that every pre* 
caution Jhould be taken which may tend to preferve the conjlitution of

CAP. XJJ. 

An a£l for the relief of tnfolveni debtors. 

W HEREAS many perfons by Ioffes and other misfor- 
tunes, are rendered mcapafble of paying their whole debts ; 
and though they are willing to make the utmod fatisfaction they 
can, and many of them arc able to ferve his Majedy by Tea and 
land, yet are cletained in pnfon by their creditors, or have been 
forced to go into foreign parts out of this realm : and whereas 
fuch unhappy debtors have always been deemed the proper ob- 
jefts of pubhck compaflion ; and by feveral acds of parliament, 
have been difcharged on the conditions in fuch ads mentioned j 
for the relief therefore of infolvent pnfoners and fugitives who 
fhall comply with the terms contained in this a£l to be refpec- 
tively obfervcd by them, and faithfully difcover, upon oath, and 
deliver up and aflign, all their efFefts and edates whaifover for 
the benefit of their creditors; and to prevent, as far as poffible, 
the many frauds andabufes which, in a great meafure, haveob- 
ftrudled the good ends of fuch adts ; be it enadled by the King’s 
mod excellent Majedy, by and with the advice and confent of 
the lords fpiritual and temporal, and commons, in this prefent 
parliament affembled and bv the authority of the fame. That 
from and after the pafling or this adl, all and every gaoler, or 
keeper of any prifon, in any county, riding, divifion,city, town, 
place, or liberty, within this kingdom, (hall, is, and are here- 
by required to make a true, exadt, and perfect lid, alphabeti-

for that purpoje^ which have received your royal approbation^ we 
defirous to ejlablifh jlill further regulations^ which^ by a more exa^ Jmd 
equal collehion of the publick revenue^ and without laying anj^new 
burthens on your people^ may tend to the accomplijhment of Jo great and 
falutary a defign: and whereas by an adl pajjed in the fourteenth year 
of the reign of his late majejiy King Charles the Second [intituled^ 
Aft 14 Car. 2. An aft for preventing frauds^ and regulating* abufes, in his Ma- 
jefty’s cuftoms) it is^ amongfl other things^ enatJed^ That the perfon 
or perfons which were or Jhould be appointed for managing the cujioms^ 
and officers of his Majejifs cuftoms^ and their deputies^ flyould be 
thereby authorized and enabled to go and enter aboard any Jhip or vcf 
fely as well Jh 'ips of war as merchant /hips, from thence to bring on

ing no dealer in cloth, or occupier of any fulimg mill) who is 
hereby authorized to adminifter the faid oath, (hall forfeit the
